RESIGNED WHILE INSANE. 


The Complicated Case of Judge Clough of 
the Ban Francisco Superior Court. 


Sur Franétsco, CAL. September 17:~Oue ak the 
strangest cases in the history of the bench has just 
been developed in this city. Several weeks ago 
Judge Clough, of the Superior Court, became in- 
sane and was duly committed to the asylum at 
Stockton. There was considerable discussion at 
the time in legal circles as to how his place on the 
bench could be filled, there being no provision of 
the Constitution or the code which created a va- 
cancy in the case of a Judge going mad. The 
difficulty was apparently solved by the resignation 
of the Judge, written, as every one supposed, dur- 
ing a lucid interval, but now it turns out he was 
quite insane when he signed the paper. Within 
the last few days he has recovered his reason 
sufficiently to attend to his business, and he de- 
clares he has no recollection of his resigning his 
n It 2928828 that his wife, wishing to 
care for home, took him from Stockton 
with the — of the doctors, but without a cer- 
tificate of recovery; that after his arrival in 
this city, at the request of theClerk of the Court, his 
wife induced him to sign the resignation, it being 
understood that she 4 at age retain the paper for a 
certain length of „ and, in the event of the 
Judge's recovery 44 troy it, but that, if he got no 
bet er, she should send it tothe Governor. As he 
got no better she forwarded it to the State Capl ol. 
and the Governor appointed Walter Levy, Judge, 
in dis place. Clough eme, however, im- 
proved, and is now sane. The political code of the 

State declares that a person of unsound mind can 
make no conveyance or other contract, nor waive 
any right, until his restoration to sanity. Mrs. 
Clough testifies the Judge was insane when he 
signed the resignation, the state- 
ment by aver that he has no recollection of the 
circumstance. e is, therefore, to all imtents —— 
purposes, still Judge of the Superior Court, and 
there was no vacancy for Governor Stoneman to 
fill. Walter Levy is not and never was Judge of 
the Superior Court, and, unless the lawyers suould 
decide that his acts, as such, when he believed 
himseif to be the tful incumbent of the office,

London, September 17.—Gladstone's manifesto, 
which has been awaited with such extreme interest, 
will be issued in the form of an address to his con- 
stituents in Midlothian, to-morrow. I am abie now 
to send the following account of it, which confirms 
my forecasts: The manifesto consiste of twenty 
sections. It is an extremely sagacious and states- 
manlike discussion of the past and future, in his 
owa best style. Itshows a distinct recognitien of 
the Radical advance. 

IT BEGINS 
with a request for a renewal of his constituents’ 
personal trust in him. He regards the future 
with. cheerfulness. He says the arrears ot 
legislation are due to Tory obstruction. He claims 
eredit for the Afghan settlement. He says he 
found Afghanistan broken to pieces and left it 
friendly. By yielding the Transvaal he averted a 
‘war of the English and European races in South 
Africa. He challenges a contrary verdict. He 
traces all the trouble in Egypt to the policy of 
foreign intervention, of which he has never ceased 
since 1876 to point out the danger. 
7 HE ADVOCATES 
a withdrawal from Egypt at the earliest moment 
that honor permits, saying: I will admit we com- 
mitted serious errors of judgment at 
a great cost of treasure and precious lives in the 
Soudan. For none of these were we rebuked by the 
Opposition. Our responsibility for our mistakes 
cannot be questioned. They were the proper and 
and certain consequences of undertakings against 
nature, and that lie beyond the scope of human 
means.” He advocates dealing freely with the 
transfer of land, the registration of titles, 
land taxation during the life of the holder, and 
after his death opposes primogeniture and entail. 
HE NOTES 
that the current is slowly settling in the 
direction of  disestablishment, but believes 
the vitality of the Church equal 
to her needs. Even at this crisis be is averse to 
pressing the gratuitous primary education bill. 
ON THE IRISH QUESTION a 

he says: T cannot believe the poliucal genius of 
this nation's illustrious history will prove inade- 
quate to the solution of the problem, or permit 
embittered civil strife. If such a strife should 
arise the one may cast blame on the other, but the 
verdict of the civilized world, Iam convinced, will 
alike condemn both.” Then follows a touch of 
true Gladstone oratory. Evidently alluding to

He says 
no progress is possible without a reform of the 
legislative instrument. On the question of the 
House of Lords he says: “I certainly cannot deny 
there is a cause sufficient to justify an important 
change in the character of the House of Lords, but 
I trust a reasonable share of power may be a- 
lowed under wise conditions to the principle of 
birth.” Concluding, he says: “Much of what I 
have written refers to the future, which, according 
to all expectations, lies beyond my reach.“ He 
signs, Tour obedient and obliged servant.”

Merchants appreciate 
all this and acknowledge that in consideration of 
this the Anchor Line is entitled to charge a good 
round sum for its services. But St. Louls mer 
chants deny the right of the Anchor Line to charge 
them more than it charges the merchants of other 
cities.
